Parmward March: Chemurgy Takes Com- 
mand, by Willlam J, Hote, New York: 
Coward McCann. 


HEMURGY is what this book 
., is about. It is.an iden that 
is apt to become more familiar, 
though one. may hope the word 
itself will not outlast this book. 
Chemurgy means growing 
chemicals to industrial ends, It 
is a chemist’s prediction of the 
future of agriculture. -By mak- 
ing farming the laboratory of 
chemical industry, the chemist 
expects chemurgy to save the 
world, not necessarily for demo- 
eracy. 


The chemist—that is, Dr. © Hale, 
who is 0 man of parts tn the cheml- 
ent world—is not much Interested In 
democracy, He plves oll his current 
pralse to the efforts of the undemo- 
cratle governments. Their concern 
to become self-suMcient and to sub- 
ordinate political and social proce- 
dure to thelr basic organic needs to 
the chemist to moke sense.

Hitler centered the Kroll Opera 
House at 7.05 p.m.

Hitler deseribed the German mili- 
tory successes in overcoming the 
Polish Army which believed that 
they could annihilate the Reich...
